the cost of maintaining the three 
hospitals belonging to the Corpora- 
tion amounted to between $700,000 
and $800,000, excluding expenditure 
on the maintenance of free schools 
and the repntriation of destitute re- 
fugees and others, services to the 
community which have been per- 
formed by successive committecs for 

-* many years, 

Of this large sum rather less than 
half has been derived, from income 
from Investments and from voluntary 
subscriptions; and Government has 
recognised that it 1s Jncumbent upon 
it to Incrense the ‘grant-in-ald ‘very 
Jargely in these circumstances. ‘

That Yugoslavia should have 
shown open resistance to Axis 
demands for control of its rail- 
roads and industries in the event 
of war, and that to this resis- 
tance has now been added ‘the 
less open but apparently as real:

Committees Received At 
Government House’ 


His. Excellency the Governor, Sir 
Geoffry Northcote, yesterday ad- 
dreased ‘the old: and new ‘committees 
of the Tung Wah -Hospltal ut the 
annual reception at Government 
House, after a statement of policy in 
Chinese by Mr. Lee lu-cheung, 
Chairman of the new Committee. Mr. 
Chau Shiueng, Chairman of the old 
Committec; ulso spoke. . 

“This ‘year,’ sald Sir Geoffry, 
“marks. the 7Uth anniversary of the 
Incorporntion of the Tung Wah Hos- 
pital, .On March 30, 1670, un ordin- 
ance was passed for the estabiish- 
ment of a Chinese Hospital for the 
care und treatment of the indigent 
sick to be supported by voluntary 
contributions; and it is recorded in 

_ the preamble to that ordinance that 
the Government of the day contribut- 
ed a piece of Crown Land as a site 
and a donation of $15,000 for its 
erection and maintenance, Last year 
the cost of mulntaining the three 
hospitals belongin#t to the Corpora- 
tion amounted to between $700,000 
and $800,000, excluding expenditure 
on the maintenance of free . schools 
and the repatriation of destitute re- 
fugees and others, services ‘to the 
community which have been per- 
formed by essive committees for 
many -yeurs, 

Of this large sum rather less than 
hulf has been derived from Income 
from investments and from voluntary 
subscriptions; and Government has 
recognised that it is Incumbent upon 
it to inerense the grant-in-aid very 
largely-in these circumstances. 

Mat By Taxpayer 

You are all familisr with the cir- 
cumstances Which led to this situa- 
tion, and I need not fo into them 
now. The result ' of Government 
taking 50 much greater a share, in 
these social-services hus required the 
taxpayer to foot a much larger bill, 
nnd consequently it fs the more im- 


portant that he should have informa. ! 


tion regarding the manner In avhich 
his contribution is to’ be expended 
and on assurance that his interests 
nre being safe-suarded. It is with 
this end in view that the changes in- 
woduced during the past three ycars 
have peen instituted.

and in preparing statistics of all 
kinds, Certain outstanding questions 
still remain to be settled, but 1 have 
every hope that, now that agreement 
has been reached on general prin- 
elples, Mr. Lee and his colleagues 
will be able to find a solution to these 
probicms. - 
Government Grant 
One thing I wish to make clear at 
this juneturé. It is, I think, inevit- 
able. that the Governinent grant to 
‘the Tung Wah Corporation will in 
future remain ot a high figure and 
there are certain conditions whicn 
must attach ty such a grant. Those 
conditions govern all Government ex- 
penditure and cannot be foregone. 
In the rst place, there must be de- 
finite figures before the Leypislative 
Council when the Colony’s estimates 
are being drawn up showing clearly 
how the proposed grant for the next 
yenr-is to be expended; secondly, the 
Tung Wah Directors must realise that 
_ they may, not over-expend that grant 
without bringing a Mabllity upon the 
Tung Wah Corporation: and, thirdly, 
the expenditure of the grant must be 
subject to the same. financial and 
audit control as all other Government 
votes have to_ undergo. ° 
These conditions are in no way 
- onerous and I can assure you gentle- 
mem that close. and conscientious 
observance of them will bring in its 
traih. harmonious and tranguil ad- 
ministration of this great -corpora- 
tion’s responsibilities.

In a scheme he has drawn up he 
states that certain responsible element 
of the Central Government some time 
ago sent him instructions insisting 
that those “techniclans left behind” 
showld be registered and encouraged 
to go to-the interior, While many 
answered the call a great number 
remained, many of whom were mas- 
ters in their respective ficlds even 
when in England, France ~ and 
America, Many are now financially 
in bad shape, he says, and.are wast~- 
ing the best part of thelr lives look- 
ing for their next meal. Several had 
told him that they are golng to Re- 
fugee Camps. : 


“There is no greater human-squan- 
dering than Iectting them. down to 
starvation. Reverscly, they may, if 
properly utilised, contribute greatly 
to the welfare not only of Hongkong, 
but also of the Far East and of other 
regions of-the globe,” says -Judge 
Tseng. “Among them are trained 
authors, lawyers, historians, geo- 
logists; physicians, engineers and 
philosophers:. many won the highest 
honours and prizes In Occidental in- 
stitutions of higher scholarship. 


“The present Chinese intelligentsia’ 
here ‘may, if well fed, comfortably 
and leisurely lodged, do more than the 
mere interpretation and compilation 
of books and periodicals; they: can 
make inventories, unmasi scercts of 
Nature or becofne captains of indus- 
try and commerce in this machine 
age. Hongkong may thereby. be the 
centre of renaissance ‘and o port of 
discoveries and manufactures alike.

TOKYO, Mar. 14 (UP).— 
Local bankers to-day indicated 
that radical changes in Japanese 
trade practices may become 
necessary owing to the Yen 
rising rapidly in relation. to the 
Pound Sterling as a result of the 
fall in the value of British cur- 
rency on the New York market. 

The Yen is quoted at 1/212 having 
advanced 12 points, or fs pence, since 
yesterday, Bankers pointed: out that 
the rise of Yen in relation to Pound 
Sterling would have an adverse 
effect on Jupancse trade with Pound 
bloc countries, which, until now, has 
shown a balance favourable to Japan. 

Deterioration Fears 
They said that while United States 


Dollars can stUl be purchased with 
Pounds on the New York market by 
the Japanese Exchange Banks,‘ any 
further deterioration of the Found 
will ‘result in more strict British 
exchange control measures which 
could ‘cusily make the Pound-Dollar 
rate nominal because of the absence 
of business, This, would compel the 
Japanese Exchange Danks 10 adopt 
a new basis for computing relative 
values between the Yen and Pound. 

This value iy at present based on 
the London~New York cross rate, the 
Yen having been linked with the 
Ynited States Dollar'since October 24, 
1939. 

They said that further tightening 
of British exchnnge contro] mctasurcs 
may lead to the prohibition of 
payments, thereby isolating the 
Pound within the British Empire. 
In puch a contingency, Japan's trade

Japan May Have To 
Adopt Barter. Systom 


TOKYO, Mar. 14 (UP)}.— 
Local bankers to-day indicated 
that radical changes in Japanese 
trade. practices may become 
necessary owing to the Yen 
rising rapidly in relation to the 
Pound Sterling as a: result of the 
fall in the value of British cur- 
rency on the New York. market. 
-The Yen is quoted at 1/248 having 
advanced 12 polnts, or 7% pence, since 
yesterday, Bankers pointed out that 
the rise of. Yen In relation. to Pound 
Sterling would have an adverse 
effect on Jnpanese trade with Pound 
bloc countries, which, until now, has 
shown a balance favourable to Japan. 

Deterioration Fears . 

They said that while United States 
Dollars can still be purchased with 
Pounds on the New York market by 
the Japanese Exchange Banks, any 
further deterioration of the Pound 
will result In more 
exchange control measures which 
could casily make the Pound-Dollar’ 
rate nominnl because of the absence 
of business. This would compel the, 
Japanese Exchange Banks to adopt 
n new basis for computing relative 
values between the Yen and Pound. 

This value fs at present. based on 
the London-New York cross rate, the 
Yen having been linked ~ with the 
United States Dollar since October 24, 
1939. 

They said that further’ tightening 
of British exchange control: measures 
may Jead to the prolibition of 
pnyments, thereby isolating~ the 
Pound within the Britlkhh Empire. 
In such o. contingency, Japan's trade 
with Pound bloc countries would ‘be 
conducted by barter’ banks.
